Big Fire Under Control 


The prairie and forest fire which 
sturted about three weeks ago in 
Happy Valley, about 12 miles north 
Claresholm, was brought into  sub- 
| jection on Wednesday after it had 

jcove red about 25 miles. The ori gin 
of the blaze is said to hinve been due 
; to carelessness, and a warrant is out 
for the man alleged to be guiity. 
; The police had not been able to serve 
it for several days being cut off by 
\the fire, The blaze was checked at 
the home ranch of Fred Burton close

mill, Mr, Burton has an irrigation 
| ditch and this with ,the road leading 
; to the mill were used for “back firing” 
the effort proving successful. During 
the week there was a high wind and 
this with the prevailing dry weather 
and scarcity of help made it impossi- 
ble to stop the fire sooner.\_) The 
mounted. police and the fire rangers 
ordered as many men as possible out 
‘but they had no power to enforce the 
order and quite a number refused to | 
work after their own places were safe. | 
There is considerable hard feeling in | 
the Hills and police court cases are | 
likely to follow.

Several times when it was 
nearly under control the lack of men | 
to guard the “back fire” lines proved | 
disastrous and the wind overcame | 
the gallant efforts of the faithful and | 
public -spirited few.

There seems to bea flaw in the laws | 
which fail to give the fire guardians | 
and the police power to enforce their 
; orders to men to turn out and fight | 
fires. There is provision for a five 
dollar fine in police court, but that 
doesn’t cut much figure while hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth 
of timber is being destroyed, Some 
of the farmers who live near town 
are sore on the mounted police for 
ordering them out while men who live 
in the neighborhood of the fire sat at 
home, Another weakness is the lack 
of provision for feeding the fighters. 
When men drop their work in a busy 
season on the farms to fight fire in the 
forests they are surely entitled to 
enough nourishment to sustain them 
during, at times 24 hours of stexdy 
fighting. While a large area of graz- 
ing land was covered by the blaze 
fortunately no stock was burned, 
Harry Dawson, Fred Burton, and 
James Rae lost hay stacks and these 
with the destruction of the old Lyn- 
don mills constituted the private 
losses as far as the Review could 
ascertain The heavy loss was in 
timber and it is variously estimated 
up to $2, 000, 000 and with shiplap 
selling at $29 thousand feet that 
estimate is probably not far out. 
There are a number of lessons from 


the conflagration, which was by far 
the greatest ever experienced in this 
district. The Dominion forestry 
branch has a lot of-work to do in 
perfecting the law bearing on the 
preservation of forests and providing 
means of fighting fires,

Labor Lawyer O'Donoghue. 
It does not pay for politicians, to

In the Police Court, 
in combatting the allegation that 
these orators were a public nuisance 
to those doing business in the vicin- 
ity of their meetings, he remarked 
that they were no more of a nuisance 
than the Salvation Army with its out- 
door services, or words to that effect. 
The remark was made off hand with 
no desire to offend the religious con- 
victions of anyone, but with a view 
to helping his clients. An evening 
paper, however, being short of a sub- 
ject took it up editorially, and ad- 
ministered a castigation to 
O'Donoghue for speaking disrespect- 
fully about the Army.

The averages of sume previous years, 
when the total acreage was muci 
smaller, were higher, vet the good re- 
sult of 1909 brings the average of the 
last twelve years up from 20.19 to 
20.62. The total yield obtained was 
63 per cent. over that of 1908.

Oatsa—As stated above, late seeding 
led many farmers to sow fields to oats 
that under more favorable conditions 
would have been seeded to asprin 
wheat. The very fine weather o 
August and September allowed time 
for all crops to ripen perfectly. In 


“ consequence an immense crop of near- 


ly 25,000,000 bushels of finest quality 
was secured. This is 55 per cent 
greater than the previous year and 
168 per cent more than in 1907. 

Barley—Although in 1908 this grain 
showed the largest increase in acreage 
over the previous year that it had 
ever made, yet we find that 38 per 
cent more land still was devoted to it 
in 1909 than in that year. The total 
yield is 41 per cent greater than in 
1908 and the average of 30.72 bushels 
is the highest made since 1901. 


Good Work of the C. P. R. 
Calgary.—The work of transformirg 
the thousands of miles of Canadian 
Pacitic lines into flowery paths is 
going on with increased vigor. Over 
80,000 packages of the finest flower 
seeds are being sent out this spring 
by the floral department to the com- 
pany’s employees who are _enthusi- 
astically Gia A 
Dunlop, the head of the department, 
in his great work. There are thirty- 
two different varieties of seeds, and 
large parcels containing one of each 
of them are made up and distributed 
amongst the employees all along the 
lines between the Atlantic and_ the 
Pacific. Different countries—Great 
Britain, China, Japan, Germany, 
India, South America, Iceland, Rus- 
sia, California, Holland, Bermuda, 
ete., are yearly called upon to pro- 
vide these seeds, bulbs and shrubs 
which ornament the lines of the C 
R, and the department secures the 
best quality. At nearly every. sta- 
tion are to. be seen pretty garden 
lots and well kept lawns, which are 
rightening what were once unsightly 
and uninteresting spots and making 
them places of beauty. It will-not be 
many years before the C. P. R. will 
have magnificent flower gardens at its 
2,000 stations, and the line itself will 
become a Road of Roses.

NATIVE REVOLT 
“IN CHINA 


Anger of the Chinese Over the Rice 
Corner has Turned to Violent Hat. 
red of Ail Christians and the Mobs 
Have Got Beyond Control—Be- 
heading of Ringleaders Has Had 
No Deterrent Effect. 
Hankow.—Thictecn ringleaders of 

the unti-foreign movs were beheaded 

at Ohang-Sha by. tae commander-in- 
chief of the troops sent taere to queil 
the uprising, ‘Ihs drastic action, 
nowever, according to advices receiv. 


}ed here has served merely to inflame 


the mobs further, Chang Sha is ter- 
ror stricken, and the intlamed coun- 
try districts of Hunan province are 
reported to be beyond ail control. 
The situation of many missionaries 
cut off from escape is desperate, 
Hatred of the foreigners in Hunan 


has broken out with virulence 
vqualled only to that manifested. in 
{the boxer uprising. The disorders 


have turned completely from anger 
over the corner in rice engineered by 
officials, and a wave of hatred for ail 
Christians has swept the entire prov. 
ince, until the revolt has become a 
“holy war.” 

Further reports of pillage and mur- 
der have reached here, in spite of 
cutting of the telegraph by the mobs. 
Refugees and native Christians are 
abandoning their homes and follow. 
ing the missionaries, some of whom 
reached here recently. While it is be- 
lieved that the presence of 3,000 
troops in Chang Sha, and the fact 
that gunboats in Siang river have their 
guns trained on the town, will pre- 
vent a repetition of the most serious 
disorders, in which the city was part- 
ly burned, the situation in outlying 
districts ig beyond control. 

Hunan (ineaning south of the lake) 
is an inland province of China, 
bounded on the east by the mountains 
of Kiang-si, on the south and south. 
west by the Nan-shan mountains, 
which separate it from the provinces 
of Kwang-si, on the west by Kwei- 
chow and Sze-chuen, and on the north 
1 Hu-peh, The area is about 83,000 
square miles, It is made up of the 
basins of four rivers, which discharge 
into the Tung-t'ng lake and through 
it into the Yang-tsce. The chief of 
these rivers are Siang, which rises in 
the Nan-ling and flows north, re- 
ceiving many tr.butary waters in its 


jcourse; the Tsze, and the Yuen, which 


has its origin in the southwest of 
Kwei-chow, the latter furnishing the 
shortest and most sati-factory route 
to Kwei-chow, Yun-nan, and Burma, 
being navigable by native boats as far 
as Chen-yuan-fu on the Kwei-chow 
frontier, The general slope of the 
province is toward the Iske. Hills 
attaining in some places the 
height of mountaina are found in 
the south, southeast, and along the 
Kwei-chow border on the west. The 
soil is fertile and in many parts two 
crops a year are produced. The chief 
ogricultural products are tea, rice, 
hemp and _ tobacco. 

Hunan is one of the principal tea * 
producing regions of China, and im- 
mense quantities ure shipped every 
year to foreign countries from Han- 
kow. The coarser vaticties are pre- 
pared in brick form and sent overland 
via Hankow to Siberin and Russia. 
Both bituminous and anthracite coal 
is found and mined. The anthracite 
is of good quality and is exported. 
Tron, copper and tin are nlso found. 
The populstion of Hunan is estimated 
at about 2,200,000, A railway across it 


jfrom Hankow to Canton was under 


construction in 1906 by the Chinese 
government. The capital is Chang- 
shn-fu. It ig situated on the Hsiang 
river, and is a large depot for timber 
poles, and a place of considerable 
trade, Here is a famous college, Yo- 
lo. The population of Chang-sha-fu 
is about 300,000. 


Crown New King in Menelik's Place 
Rome.—According to a dispatch 


|from Addis Abeba in order to hasten 


the settlement of the international 
situntion the regent hes decided to 
carry out the coronation of Lidj 
Jessau the heir without further delay, 
This ceremony will tek» place with 
great solemnity. Ras Tresema_ has 
asked geveral foreign minisers to give 
him information as to the ceremonial 
followed in their countries when a mew 
sovereign is crowned, The ceremonies 
will take place in Abveinia at Easter, 
Lidji Jeassau will receive the title of 
Negus of Bhoa. 

In Rome the conclusion drawn from 
this news is that King Menelik is al- 
readv dead and that the regent is 
awaiting an improvement in the situ- 
ation and the coronation of Lidj 
Jeassau before announcing the fact. 


Surveying Far North 

Ottawa.—Herbert H. Mussell and 
N. J. Ogilvie, D, L. 8., of the inter- 
national boundary surveys branch of 
the department of the interior leave 
on April 30 on their annual journey 
to the far north, where they will be 
engaged in exploration and other sur- 
vey work until winter sets in. Mr, 
Mussel leave for Juneau, Alaska, and 
will spend the summer months doing 
opograrhical work up the Taku river. 
Mr. Ogilvie will be more especially 
ngagec in triangulation observations, 
hut will also do topogranhical’ work 
along the Chilkat and Taku rivers. 


Beavers Do Damage 

Regina, Sask.—Complaints are be- 
ing reeeived by the provincial agri- 
cultural department of injury done in 
many districts owing to the industry 
of beaver colonics which are string- 
ently proteeted by legislature, Farm. 
ers in the Oxbow district have sp- 
proached the government to take 
steps to deal with the matter, the 
Souris river at that point being much 
infested by these animals, 400 of 
which have formed a colony on the 
farm of W. E. Christmas, The mat- 
ter is now receiving the attention of 
the department.
